1 1750 AND 15390 KC. TWO THIRTY KILOWATT TRANSMITTERS ARE USED. 

3. THE OVERALL DIRECTION OF THE PROGRAMMING IS IN THE HANDS OF LEO 
PACHECO SEIJAS, INFORMATION CHIEF OF RADIO NACIONAL AND FORMER 
VOICE OF AMERICA STAFFER, PACHECO HAS DIVIDED THE BORADCASTS 
INTO A SPANISH SEGMENT AND AN ENGLISH SEGMENT, EACH LASTING TWO 
HOURS. 

4. WHILE AT THIS WRITING THE BROADCASTS ARE SCHEDULED TO RUN 
ONLY FROM JUNE 20 TO AUGUST 29, PERSONNEL INVOLVED IN THE 
PROGRAM SEE A POSSIBLE CONTINUATION OF GOVERNMENT-SPONSORED 
INTERNATIONAL BROADCASTING FROM VENEZUELA AFTER THE CONFERENCE
